laughing stock for them , and our demands 
for decent treatm ent of our citizens have 
Ixo-n so contem ptuously received that out­ 
ward and apparent courtesy has not con­ 
cealed the real sentim ents of the sun­ 
burned Isthm ians concerning us. 
The 
tim e has come when we must secure their 
respect, if need be with shotted guns, pre­ 
cisely as G erm any and England have done 
when the rights of th eir subjects have 
been invaded in Central America. 
The 
State of Panam a was l>ound to protect our 
Consul and other Am ericans. 
It lias not 
done so, and our representatives and offi­ 
cers have been actually imprisoned and 
m altreated by insurgents. 
The lawful 
authority being incom petent to control its 
people, it tiehoovcs us to apply the lash, 
and with a vigor that will he remembered. 
T he country will lie gratified to learn that 
U nited States troops leave New York to­ 
day and more to-morrow for Aspinwall. 
It is to lie hoped they may he so used as to 
teach Colombian authorities and insurgent- 
alike th a t if we are long-suffering and pa­ 
tient, so are we terrible in our wrath when 
it is invoked.

on its business. The significance of the 
lease is not so much in adding the Central 
to the ¡Southern system, as in taking it 
away from the Union. 
The Sun says : 
The lease of the Central 
Pacific was yesterday the subject of general 
talk in New York business circles. Some 
said the laws of the different States in 
which the company works are likely to in­ 
validate the lease, others th at the ratifica­ 
tion oi the lease by the stockholders of the 
Central Pacific would be necessary and 
m ight yet be refused ; but the famous trio

ACCEPTANCE OK CHINA CONFIRMED. 
B er l in , April 2d.—It is stated that the 
Chinese legation here confirms the report 
that China has accepted the peace proposals 
made by Ferry, notw ithstanding the recent 
Chinese victories. 


A STRONG DEFENSIVE POSITION. 
P aris, A pril 2d.—A dispatch from Ton-

ANOTHER SCENE IN THE CHAMBER OK DEPU­ 
TIES. 
P aris, A pril 2d.—x\ scene of tum ultuous 
excitem ent accompanied this afternoon's 
sitting of the Chamber of Deputies. M. 
Jollibois in a strong speech accused the 
proprietors of the Parisian newspaper, l.e 
Paris, of having published yesterday even­ 
ing. for speculative purposes, a report that 
China had accepted peace proposals which 
had been m ade by M. Ferry. 
M. Jollibois 
denounced in unm easured terms this con­ 
duct, w hich he pronounced a scandal of so 
grave a character as to be beyond tolera­ 
tion by tlie French people. 
lie urged the 
im m ediate im peachm ent of the Ministers, 
and moved th at M. Henri Brisson, Presi­ 
dent of the Chamber, be appointed a com­ 
m ittee to go to President Grevy and ask 
him to officially appoint a commission to 
transact tlie business of state pending the 
formation o f anew M inistry. The motion 
was rejected by a vote of 438 to 77. The 
Cham ber of Deputies and the Senate this 
evening both adjourned until Saturday. 


THE ACCEPTANCE BY CHINA OF THE FRENCH 
PEACE PROPOSALS. 
P aris, April 2d.—Le Paris reasserts that 
China has accepted the French peace pro­ 
posals, and declares that Mr. Campbell 
conducted the negotiations on behalf of 
Sir Robert H art, Inspector-General of U’hi- 
nese M aritime Customs, w ho was autho­ 
rized by the Chinese G overnm ent to carry 
on the negotiations w ith 
France. The 
paper says ' 'liina decided to accept the 
treaty of Tientsin, together with the treaty 
of commerce, provided that a m onth’s 
ai místico had been granted, and th at tlie 
war indem nity demanded by France be 
abandoned. M. Kerry considered the terms 
acceptable, w ith a few modifications. The 
French defeat at Langson occurred before­ 
hand. yet Mr. Campbell on Tuesday even­ 
ing im parted to M. Ferry the Chinese 
reply, w hich was favorable, China only 
reserving certain details in regard to the 
date and m anner of the evacuation of Ton- 
qnin by the Chinese troops.

T he attack upon the rebel chief 
Prestan by the Colombian troops was led 
by Colonel Ulloas. 
Prestan’» troops were 
utterly routed after a severe engagement. 
As soon as Prestan became convinced that 
it would be im possible for him to m aintain 
his position, he set lire to the city in vari­ 
ous places and then made liis escape. Only 
a few of his followers succeeded in getting 
away w ith him . The city is alm ost a com­ 
plete ruin, only three houses being left 
standing. 
Much distress prevails among 
tlie people. 
Everything is quiet here at 
Panam a, and there is no serious apprehen­ 
sion of an attack from the insurgents.

M ail A dvices in R e g ard to tiie In su rre c ­ 
tion. 


The steam ship San Jose, w hich arrived 
at San Francisco from Panam a yesterday 
m orning, brings no news w hich lias not 
been received by telegraph. 
It was solicit, 
so sickly and so "revolutionary" at P a ­ 
nam a, th at the purser was glad to get away 
w ithout obtaining more th an one-half of 
the usual num ber of papers which he is 
accustomed to bring. 
The United States steam er Galena, Com­ 
m ander Kane, at A spinw all, is w liat is 
termed a third-rate. She is a vessel of 1,900 
tons displacem ent, and carries a battery of 
eight heavy guns—one 8-inch rifle pivot, 
throw ing a projectile of 180 pounds; one 
60-pound rifle on forecastle, anil six broad­ 
side guns, 9-inch sm ooth-bore Dalghrens 
90-pounders. 
She lias also a Gatling gun 
and boat howitzers. 
H er com plem ent of 
officers and men is nearly 200. 
H er land­ 
ing party would be about 125 m en. 
In som e quarters of arm y and navy 
circles here the opinion is, in the absence 
of any known reason to prevent the Galena 
from acting, that Com m ander Kane has 
lost a chance for prom otion w hich it will 
be difficult for him to again find. 
B ut 
am ong some naval men, it is thought that 
that there m ay be th e best reasons for the 
refusal of the com m ander of the Galena to 
act. As far as they can see, he could not 
have prevented the destruction of 
the 
town by firing into it, and causing the loss 
of life. They therefore asked for a suspen­ 
sion of judgm ent until all the facts are 
know n. 
The destruction of tlie town of Aspin­ 
wall, however, is not so serious a m atter as 
m ight be supposed at first, as it does not 
appear that the railroad, steam ship and 
canal property was injured. 
T hat portion 
of the town destroyed was doubtless that 
inhabited by the negro and native inhabit­ 
ants, and consists of dirty and tum ble­ 
down shanties and huts made of bam booor 
other light m aterial. The m oney value of 
the destroyed property, if it is of the above 
character, is small, and the lire m ay prove 
a benefit in disguise, by destroying (daces 
about as filthy as a Chinese lodging-house. 
The steam ship w harf and warehouses and 
the railroad buildings were, a few years 
ago. so situated that they would hardly be 
in danger of a conflagration in the town 
¡ proper. 
The town itself is filthy in tlie 
' extrem e, and is located am id stagnant 
pools, w hich breed disease and death. Some 
of these pestilentical lagoons have been 
filled up. but A spinw all is yet. probably, 
in about the worst sanitary condition that 
can 
be im agined. 
The bronze group, 
representing Colum bus presenting America 
to the old world, given by Queen Victoria 
to the town, was placed with its back to a 
stagnant, grcen-coated lagoon, and facing 
the railroad track, near tlie railroad sheds. 
It was apparently as m uch out of placeas a 
belle in full dress would be in a Chinese 
den.

English 
societies of the kind are said to be consid­ 
erably over £2,000,000 yearly. 
The latest 
development in this etlort to bring the 
consumer into direct trade w ith the pro­ 
ducer is said by the Times to be a combina­ 
tion of breeders and graziers to organize 
the retail sale of m eat and farm produce so 
as to do away w ith the exorbitant profits 
of butchers and other middlem en, and to 
compel a reduction in railroad charges.

Testim ony was introduced of a character 
sim ilar to that of Tuesday, when Cooney, 
Hr., was responding to a w rit of habeas cor­ 
pus relative to the boy, sworn out by 
M urphy. The boy testified as to iiis lather's 
punishing liint severely, and declared tlia” 
lie would rather go w ith Mr. M urphy or 
any one else than go hom e; hut he ad­ 
m itted th at his punishm ent was received 
in consequence of misconduct. The Court, 
in reviewing the evidence, expressed the 
belief that, although it was apparent th at 
the boy had at times been punished se­ 
verely. still there had not been enougli of 
cruelty shown to w arrant the taking of the 
son from the control of his father.

that the hom e relations would not be of the 
pleasantest for a while, to send the youth 
to some edueational institution—the Christ­ 
ian Brothers' College of ibis city, the Col­ 
lege at San Rafael, or some sim ilar place.

I an* justified at th is tim e, 
w hile representing the client th at I d », in this 
case, involving events of such m agnitude to 
him and to th e people, in severely appreciating 
th e possible effect of this prosecution, am i in 
doubting my own power ever to express to this 
ju ry the im pressions and conclusions w hich 
have com e to me as 1 have w atched the progress 
o f th e trial. 
W hen I sav th is is not an ordinary case. I re­ 
fer to some extent to that w hich should always 
be tak en into consideration by a ju ry in arriving 
a t a verdict—the character an d previous h story 
o f th e defendant 0:1 trial. 
Many factors enter 
in to th e consideration o f a controversy of this 
nature. The people in th eir sovereignty appear 
here, r e p r e s e n te d by th eir counsel, the District 
A ttorney; others appear here w ith th eir eo mscl, 
G eneral Carey; l*>th art* asking a conviction, 
th a t th e law m ay be vindicated, an d th e effect 
o f such a conviction may be to take from an 
honorable citizen his liberty, 
l.'poit the s’de of 
th e prosecution there should be no considera­ 
tion except tug that of the law of a com m on­ 
w ealth broken and tram pled u nder foot: there 
should be no dem and exe« pt th at crim inal ju s­ 
tice shall he properly, equitably and m ercifully 
adm inistered.

But upon the side o f th e defendant in this 
case th ere is an o th er potent fac:t»r w hich should 
nut be perm itted to be lost in the m ists which 
may be crea ed by th e D irective and d en u n cia­ 
tion w hich m ay he expected from the oth er side 
w hen th e closing argum ent is in progress.

Ite y n o ld 'th e defendant not only gave to the 
State all th at he received belonging to it, but he 
reached dow n into his nearly em pty pocket and 
took from it every emit th a t he had upon earth, 
and paid it on helialf the Slate, to partially m eet 
th e defalcations created by the infidelity and 
dishonesty o f his foim er deputy. 
He appears before you here to-day not w ith 
hired counsel, but w ith a friend to plead his 
cause: not w ith n law yer j»nid to com e before 
this jury and tw ist and distort th e iaots to m eet 
the necessities of his defense, b u t w ith one w ho 
has know n him . and whose friendship brings 
him here to defend him ; not w ith m oney or dol­ 
lars in his pocket u itii w hich he m ight seek to 
com pass th e ruin of some other m an. but iu 
povertv, and w ith his facts and his innocence, 
and w ith friends w ho are strong enough and 
who are w illing enough to cham pion his cause 
as long as a defense m ay be needed: and ii dis­ 
grace be brought upon him by the verdict of this 
jury, to stand by him and support him in his 
sorrow. 
We started into th e trial o f this case 
w ith a n adm ission. We have 


SO U G H T T O C O N C EA L NO FACTS 
From this jury. We began w ith an adm ission 
th a t this one hun d red an d eighty-five dollars 
was received by Mr. Burns personally. We be­ 
lieved at thut tim e, and we believe now, th at it 
was beyond th e pow er o f this prosecution to 
prove th e adm itted f a c t; out it was true, and I 
call to tin* attention of this jury th at w hile I 
was protesting against the adm ission, m y client 
was niM>ting up.m it. because it was true. The 
prosecution sought to attach to th at adm ission 
the addition th a t th e am ount w as not paid 
into the State Treasury, but we protested. W hen 
it was sought to prove th at m any am ounts were 
collected w hich were not entered in the ico and 
cash-books after th e discharge o f Mr. Keynolds, 
we frankly offered, in tin* presence of th e jury, 
to adm it th e fact. 
U nw illing to be placed in trie 
attitu d e o f seeking to conce.il a solitary fact, 
we desired th e adm ission t«» stand before this 
ju ry unvarnished by an y th in g th at m ight be 
said by ihe defendant, uucolorcd by anything 
thut m ight be draw n from th e insinuations of 
the learned counsel w ho represented th e other 
side. 
lint, strange as it m ay seem, the great 
heart o f th e people of California, as it was rep­ 
resented by th e learned counsel w ho appeared 
for the prosecution in this « ase. w asso h a dcued 
to m ercy us th at it w on:d desire to convict Mr. 
Burns, not upon the plain facts in the case, but 
by first disgracing him and th tu convicting 
him by appealing to the passions o f m en. 
I 
- poke of it at th e tim e o f its occurrence in the 
trial, and 1 do not hesitate to suy to you, gentle­ 
m en of the jury, thnt in the hisiory o f crim inal 
jurisprudence, from the tim e the villain Jeffries 
constituted a part of the English judiciary and 
m ade o f him self a stool pigeon to be com m anded 
by royalty to destroy tne reputations and take 
th e liberties and lives of tne subjects o f that 
country, there lias seldom , if ever, been an 
instance, up to the present tim e, w hen a prose­ 
cution has found it necessary to refuse to stand 
u p n Hu* broad fact- of crim inality, to refuse to 
accept th e adm itted facts in th e case, and to 
seek by m eans of this kind, u nfair in th eir 
nature,’ to disgrace th e defendant before the 
jury who are to constitute his judge", by draw ­ 
ing’ out, item after item , th a t are adm itted facts 
in tht? ease, believing th a t they m ight tend In

P R E JU D IC E S O F T H E J U R Y , 
And by th a t m eans crown th e prosecution w ith 
a success which it could not otherw ise hope to 
accom plish. The ruin of an Honorable m an 
based upon such a proposition would be m on­ 
strous. 
I tell you. gentlem en of th e jury, that 
when you consider the fact th at m any o f the 
item s thus draw n out by th e prosecution were 
not involved in this controversy, and th at the 
prosecution was unw illing to receive his adm is­

A franker 
m an th an George Gale n ev er w alked u p m the 
top of God's green footstool; a m ore honorable 
m an never breathed the breath of life. If it 
w ere necessary, iu order th at Mr. Burns' liberty 
or life m ight tie saved. I believe, as 1 stand iu 
th e presence of my G .h I , th a t Mr. Gale would 
refuse to tell a falsehood to save him . 
And yet 
lie has been placed upon this stand by th e 
prosecution, and w hile here in obedience to the 
process of th is Court, a s a w itneis lor the j>eo- 
ple. he lias been placed upon trial, by w h at I 
m ay justly term this w k v ed and vindictive 
prosecution. 
He has been persecuted in the

who knows Danfortlt who would lor a m om ent 
doubt his veracity or his integrity. Mr. R ey­

He did it w hen Reynolds e.Tin** into the office 
on th at evening, aud th e result of Hie conflict 
v.'liielt oceurreo tiiere lias been partially, if not 
whoiiy. detailed here upon the stand.

Reynolds, 
w hile ;ii the city o f San Francisco, had pre­ 
viously inform ed him that these liooks were all 
right. 
Now . gentlem en of th e jury, these facts 
are p ro m in en t:

defalcations, evidenced by the book- kept by 
his d em ity; th at after toilsom e day- end wake- 
fut niglfts! in w hich lit dream ed of his future 
darkened by th e low ering clouds th at had been 
spread above him by one who should have Is oil 
his friend: after the prostration w hich had re­ 
sulted in a long season of sickness, produced by 
the m ental exciten cnt follow ing the discovery 
of tlte treachery of Thom as H. Reynolds. Burns 
did w rite to him a perem ptory dem and for an 
im m ediate ex p lan an in. and com m anding hi- 
presence at the office of the Secretary of State. 
I would not criticise th e conduct of Mr. Rey­ 
nolds as 1 do w ere it not for th e tact that it 
seem s th a t the practical ruin o f Mr. Burns, by 
th e creation 
the deficiencies o f w hich 1 have 
spoken, was not sufficient to satisfy him . There 
are s o m e things in this case so reitliy revolting 
to hum an nature, so wholly antagonistic to ev­ 
erything hum an and divine, so absolutely in 
conform ity w ith w hat I should th in k to be the 
rules of hell aud the enactm ents o f th e devil, 
th at it is im possible for m e to describe to tliis 
ju ry how I shratik from contact w ith th e senti­ 
m ents w hich m ust have m oved the person that 
gave them an existence as i listened to th e hor­ 
rible details o f th e evidence w hich proved them . 


IF T H E s H I P W IL L O N I I -IN K . 
Jt is a conceded fact in th is case th at Mr. 
Burn- .vent to H onolulu, and th a t upon learn ­ 
ing of his departure for that plae.*, the m an v> ho 
i- convicted by I he evidence iu this ca e oi h av­ 
ing aecom plislied his ruin, the m an who lias 
been show n to have been th e defaulter in his 
ofliee, the m an who. according to his own b - i- 
luonv, received to him self the m oney w hich ihe 
Staid iost, and who left Mr. Burns in a condition 
of bankruptcy and tem porary di-graee, in the 
presence o f Hurry (iam bic, said: 
"It the ship 
th at carries him w ill only sink to Hi" bottom of 
th e -eu I iiri -uved.” 
Whilt a sen tim en t; 
Hell 
aud th e devils them selves eoulo m u produce 
one m ore outrageous and m ore villainous, and 
on ear; i; there is but - ant soil for the gi ■ ovth of 
«itch products. 
Dun Burns bad been his bene- 
la.i'ior, and at the lir-t opportunity K-ynokls 
stubiwd him ill the b ack : and when lie had 
succeeded in m ild -g hi- friend iu Hi" eye- of 
tie people of the state, he was not satisfied, but 
prayed for his death, in order th at he m ight 
blacken the m em ory o f th e m an who had 
placed it w ithin his power to com m it th e acts of 
lawlessness w ith w hich my client now stands 
charged, by attributing to Burn- tliat crim inal­ 
ity w hich was his ow n. 
H ad th e -flip gohe 
dow n and the body of my client been recovered, 
his w ile alone, 
an d 
unaided by anybody, 
stricken w ith grief and sorrow, would have 
strew n flowers over a dishonored grave, and 
upon th e m em ory of the dead would have rested 
tin disgrace which should have been properly 
borne by the living, unless by some unforseen 
circum stance th e tru th 
should have been 
brought to the light o f day. Gentlem en of the 
jury, the sentim ent involved in this wish is ab­ 
solutely revolting: a desire m ore horrible or 
outrageous never was w ritten in rom ance or 
history. 
But it seem? th at up to this tim e enough had 
not been done by tlii- recreant deputy to satisfy 
his cravings. 
1-peak of these m atters because 
upon tin- evidence of tlii- m an depends the pos­ 
sible conviction of my client. The ship did not 
-ink, and my client sits here to-day in the pre­ 
sence of the people, boldly facing the charges 
th at have been m ane against him , and bravely 
detailing to this jury and to iiis form er constitu­ 
ency all of the facts out o f w hich this con- 
spirio y against him arose. T he ship th a t car­ 
ries him through this trial will never sink as 
long as justice m ay prevail, and the law s m ay 
be properly adm inistered. 
But the evidence of 
the defense, incontestable in its evident truth, 
shall carry us sm oothly over the troubles w hich 
have been conceived l'or the destruction o f my 
client, and -hall stand as a m onum ent for his 
protection, forever threatening tlie liberty of the

He m ade no stubborn, 
determ ined resistance, but he did m ake a slight, 
rag-like, liiuher-b inked objection, w hich he im ­ 
m ediately abandoned, and then proceeded to 
testify against his funner p rin cip al. 
His testi­ 
m ony, as I propose to show , is untrue. 
I pro­ 
pose to dem onstrate th a t his testim ony was 
fabricated ibr the purpose of saddling upon Mr. 
Burns a punishm ent w hich he him self justly 
deserves, and th a t the little book w hich he has 
produced before this jury was th e result o f one 
ot those 
N IC E L Y L A ID PLA N S O F M EN 
W hich are frequently intercepted. 
He testified 
that th e cash book o f that o f f ic e was a new one. 
I have subm itted tii-t l ook to the exam ination 
of th is jury : it is older, upon its face, tnan th e 
fee book, and as th e lim e rolled by w hen these 
defalcations were being m ade, I im agine th at I 
can see the dirt w hich has accum ulated upon 
th a t cash Tiook robbed from the hands of 
Thom as H. Reynolds. The fee and cash hooks 
w ere in his exclusive charge, and in order th a t 
lie u::i\ be cleared by the conviction of his p rin ­ 
cipal. and by tile verdict of tw elve m en th at 
B urns was the lellow who did the stealing, he 
seeks to establish th at he m a !.• a new ea h book 
in pursuance of instruction*. VYhy, gentlem en 
of the jury, the little book m entioned by Rey­ 
nolds, and from w hich he s m v s ho made the 
copy, was not the cashbook o f that office; it 
w a -a m ere private m em orandum book kept by 
him .

Blit th e book was not in an envelope at those 
tim es described by the w itness w hen it was 
taken from Reynolds' pocket and exhibited.

lam , to take him off iu some -ceret place and call 
his attention to this little book.

uureported by Mr. Reynolds, but have been 
taken by somebody, and have never been paid 
into the State Treasury.

i he sam e may lie said of the m oney paid iti on 
account o t com m issions issued to N otaries Pub* 
lie. 
This I cun be-t illustrate by reference to

T he change was sudden, abrupt. 
It draw s the 
line and gives color to this prosecution. The 
change cam e w hen Reynolds w ent out, w hen he 
was driven uway.

1 ski, every dollar th at was received into the 
lm m 's of "tlic .Secretary of State was placed upon 
th e books of his office. 
T hat circum stance 
shows the difference and dem onstrates upon 
whom th e responsibility for these deficiencies 
can properly be ¡ laced. 


T H E G IST -IT E M 
O F 
T H E P R O SEC U TIO N . 
Now, gentlem en ot th e jury, we have arrived 
at th at stage in th e history of thus Case w hen it 
is proper to coustder th e im m ediate item out of 
w hich this prosecution arose. 
The nature of 
the defense, w hich we have m ade in this ease, 
is such as that I believe every jurym an under­ 
stands it, As I have undertaken to show you, 
and as the evidence dem onstrates, w lien my 
client began In m anage his office w ithout the 
assistance of T hom as H. Reynolds, there were 
deficiencies am ounting to about SM.dCO. At that 
tim e Mr. Burns was surrounded by the circum ­ 
stances w hich I have tried to describe io you, and 
I believe th a t he th en felt nil th e em otions and 
experienced all the conflicts w hich 
1 have 
nam ed. I have m ade a ta b le of all the figures, 
show ing the am ounts th a t were received ansi 
th e am ounts th a t were paid into the treasury, 
from that tim e until th e expiration o f his term 
ot office. It has been the effort of the prosecu­ 
tion to prove that the defendant has em bczz’ctl 
and converted to his own uso S1K5, the property 
o f th e Fíate ; th at said money has never beeii 
paid into the treasury. 
It w ould be a m atter of 
but slight concern w lietlier th at m oney was actu­ 
ally paid into the treasury or paid on behalf of 
the State for some useiul p urpose. 
If. for in­ 
stance, tin* m oney had been paid for ballet pa­ 
per, th e worst th at could lie said of th e transac­ 
tion w ould he th a t it was a diversion o f a public 
fund irom one account to another, or the taking 
of ¥i.Ni dollars out ot o n ep o ck eto f the State and 
putting it into th e other. 
It would n either ('institute larceny nor em ­ 
bezzlem ent. T he recoil ts of Mr. Burns’ office 
after th e dism issal o f Mr. Reynolds w ere fff.ilT! 
for fees, tflj'cl for halh t paper. j.'iTk 25 for fees 
not on th e hooks, sisó for California Reports, 
am ounting in a ll toS7,.M" hi. 
This em braces all 
the receipts during the tim e nam ed. 
The 
am ounts paid out by Mr Burns on b eh alf of the 
State during the sam e tim e w ere as follow s; 
Am ount paid into the treasury, iff!,671; am ount 
paid for ballot paper, evidenced by a receipt 
and check which have been introduced here, 
bl.'.eo, m aking a difference of am ounts paid out 
over and above am ounts received from th e 1st 
day o f August B-N-y. until th e kth day of Ja n u ­ 
ary, 188-1, ul' 7 1 ,cni jó. These facls are proven 
by the evidence o f the prosecution, and show 
that, instead of em bezzling m oney, my oli* nt 
expended the rem nant of his ow n fortune iu 
endeavoring to m eet th e deficiencies created by 
his deputy. 
Let it bo understood, therefore, 
th a t my learned friends on th e other side are 
seriously proposing to send Mr. Burns to the 
State I ic ui because, having received $7,513 7-7 
o f the State’s m oney, lie has been generous 
enough to pny out $n,.7CM in h er behalf. These 
are the hu ts as the evidence establishes them . 


T IIE MOST T H A T M A Y B E SA ID 
C oncerning th e aff.irs of this office is th a t Mr. 
Burns dm 
not pay th e particular am ount 
charged into th e exact fund into w hich it ought 
to have been paid under th e law. 
As I have 
said before, lie took it out of one pocket ot the 
State and put it into the other pocket o f the 
State, and u>- d 1.;- ow n private fortune to m ake 
it reatk the toil am ount of aeontraet into w hich 
lie had entered as an officer. IViiii these cir­ 
cum stances surrounding us. we stand before this 
Jury eh .rged w ith having em bezzled ílkó. 
in 
God's nam e w here d > the learned attorneys win* 
repr -c..t th e people in this ease find th e Basis 
of this ehurge? W here do they find the funds 
which deieiidunt converted to his ow n use? 
They find them in th at place in w hich has been 
found most of the evidence upon w hich it is 
sought to convict the defendant. They find 
them in ihe enlarged im agination of th e enc­ 
unes of Mr. Ilnrns. 
They do not find them in 
th e figures and the facts. In a m ost pathetic 
m anner m y client has d ‘.scribed to th is jury 
w hy some of the fees were not entered upon 
th e books. A m ounts w ere kept off the books 
because there w as a co n trail to lie fulfilled. 
T hat contract h ad boon m ade before Mr. Rey­ 
nolds' dism issal, and it w as necessary for Mr. 
Burns to m eet th a t contract by some m eans in 
his bands. An eftor. to get the m oney necessary 
to m eet th at contract from the treasury, upon a 
w arrant, w ould have resulted in a disclosure of 
the deficiencies created by Mr. Reynolds, and 
would have rendered it absolutely impossible 
for the defendant, in the future, to have m ade 
any effort to save his bondsm en from prosecu­ 
tion and bankruptcy. Individuals would have 
at once attem pted what has been done in this 
case : they would have instituted an unrelent­ 
ing pursuit of Mr. Burns and his bondsm en. 
He w ould have been throw n under a cloud of 
disgrace. He w ould have had the scorn of the 
people upon him , until an opportunity was 
afforded him , iu a Couri room, to clear up the 
matt- r and let a little sunlight in, so that the 
real facts of tiie case m ight be seen. An action 
on behalf of the State w ould have been insti­ 
tuted again-t his bondsm en ( r the recovery of 
th e am ount o f Reynolds’ deficiencies. 
As it is, 
these things have not beeu precipitated upon 
him , and i unhesitatingly assert th at his con­ 
duct in this respect was not crim inaL His 


th e m oney has all been p aid Into th e State 
Treasury'? 
Or do they desire to disgrace him 
before this jury, and th en to convict him of tin- 
intent to do th at w hich has not been done? 
G entlem en o f the jury, 1 th an k God that 1 am 
able to stand in your presence, and say to you 
th a t the defendant is not im peached'. 
I ’am 
w illing to place th e ch aracter of Mr. Burns iu 
the balance w ith th at of John P. Dunn. 
I wish 
that th eir characters m ight be photographed in 
order th at you m ight see riiem in all th eir varied 
colors. 
1 am anxious th at th e people of th is 
country should m ake the com parison. 
1 am 
equally w illing th at the ch aracter of Mr. Burns 
shall be com pared w ith th a t of J. J. O'Con­ 
nor, th e “ fresh” young gentlem en who m ade 
his appearance upon th e w itness-stand this 
m orning, and, by his ch aracteristic im pudence, 
succeeded in bringing a contem ptuous sm ile 
from all w ho heard him . One th in g is certain, 
Dan Burns has never been guilty of haranguing 
th e sand lots of Nan Francisco, and no mail can 
charge him w ith being the direct product of 
K earnyism . 
Three years ago my client was 
one ot the first citizens of California, and 1 v en ­ 
ture to say that if, du rin g his incum bency in the 
office of Secretary of State, he bad instituted an 
investigation o f State officers, it w ould not have 
been partisan. 
If, du rin g hia official career, 
there h ad been any R epublicans w ho w ere dt 
iiclent in th eir accounts, he n ev er would have 
jum ped over them , w inking a t th e ir m alfeasance. 
' aud have investigated Dem ocrats alone. 
1 am 
satisfied, also, that his principles w ould not 
have perm itted him to issue th a t pam phlet ¡Re­ 
ferring to D unn’s report] just before a i’resi 
dential or G ubernatorial election, and to send it 
out broadcast over th e land, in order to bring 
political prom inence to h im self and success 
to th e party to w hich he belongs. At one tim e in 
the history of this Slate the nam e of Daniel Burns 
was published in th e leading paper* as a prom i­ 
n en t candidate for G overnor of California, a 
com plim ent w orthy o f any t a a j o f his ago. To 
day. it is w hispered, th at th e eye of the Con* 
trailer has beeu cast upon th e gubernatorial 
chair. 
Burns will occupy th a t position :n ad 
vanee o f John P. Dunn, 
in th e com parison o f 
th eir characters and the w eight of ttieir testi­ 
m ony I only ask th a t you shall take into con­ 
sideration th e testim ony w hich they have given 
upon this trial, and th eir m an n er aud nppear- 
auce w hile upon th e stan d as witnesses, 
if we 
are to take th e word o f Mr. Dunn, he is a m an 
o f infallible perception an d recollection. 
With 
his great perceptive power h e can grasp the 
finest shades of thought, how ever aw kw ardly 
expressed, aud retain a recollection of the m in ­ 
utest details and words of a conversation tor 
years at a tim e ; lie cun not he m istaken. 
His 
testim ony upon this subject w as sim ply absurd, 
and 1 presum e that he w as th e only person in 
th e audience who believed in th e full measure 
of his powers as he described them . 
1 have 
said m any things here to-day th a t m ay be the 
subject of m isconstruction. 
H lias not been my 
purjiose to say anyth in g w hich is not 


B O R N E O U T BY T H E T R U T H , 
And yet I doubt nottliR t m any th ings w hich I 
have’said w ill b" m isconstrued. 
1 did not in ­ 
tend to say an y th in g w hich th e evidence in this 
case w ill not w arrant, but perhaps w ith in this 
Conrt-room th ere are those who have m isu n d er­ 
stood m y language. T his is because th e use of 
language is so im perfect in all m en th a t iu a t­ 
tem pting to express the shades of thought that 
exist w ithin th e m ind, perfect accuracy is im ­ 
possible. We often h ear it said th a t m en are 
fine speakers. This is because they are able to 
approach accuracy in In - expression o f th eir 
own thoughts, iu d elineating the sentim ents 
w ¡thin them selves, in draw ing correct pictures 
of th at w hich is photographed upon the m iud. 
Til*- very fact of this iin|*cr!ection ill th e ox- 
pre-siou o f thought and in th e use of language 
ought to m ak eau y reasonable m an pause before 
he «attunes to repeat w ith exactness w hat some 
other m an lias said. This same im perfection ex- 
i-ts in th e reception of thought, and in all eases 
tin* im pressions upon the m in d will he m odified 
by th e in tim atio n o f th e ¡vrsoii addressed. 
On 
the day 
w hen this m an Dunn, w ith 
ail his autocratic Drover, com m anded Mr. Burns 
to consent 1* is bidd iig and subm it him self to a 
cross-exam ination, nis m ind was directed to the 
pursuit o f cvid< uoc against the defendant. 
He 
pcs-essc-one of th u e m in d - w hich constantly 
and suspiciously ferrets out th e conduct o f nth 
ets. 
Hi: official conduct has dem onstrated th at 
he is -. king the dow nfall o f every m an against 
w hom he can find a m istake w ith w hich to 
blacken iiis character. 
He delves b eneath the 
surface ol th e earth and looks far u p tow ards 
the sky for som ething w ith w hich he w ay d is­ 
grace -nine officer aud m ake som e poor w om an 
unhappy. 
W hcthei his objects are venal o r not. 
it is evident thut Mr. D unn is constantly prying 
into tilings, and tliat he lias organized the state 
C ontroller's office into a high-toned detective 
fore". 
With such a m ind, and w ith a de-tre for 
th ; conviction o f Mr. Burns, only equaled by his 
wish for his. own official distinction: w ith a 
m ind such as w ould perm it him to w rite the lan ­ 
guage to w hich his attention w as called to-day, 
it i- not a t nil astonishing th at every word which 
Mr. Burns uttered upon th at occasion was sus­ 
piciously received and distorted into some ugly 
confession. 
II" w as-uspiciotisly w atching each 
word uttered by Mr. Burns, hoping th at insom e 
reflection ot th e voice there m ight he found 
som ething which would enable him u> m ake a 
Little political caj'ila' fi-r him self and the Demo­ 
cratic party: aud h e did this w ith all th a t friiud- 
slilp o u whii Ii he spoke while a w itness uj>on 
the stand. T hat friendship, how ever, w as e x ­ 
pressed in th e following consoling language 
found in his iiolitical pam phlet, issued by him 
f.s State C iitroll-.T. and p rin ted at th e expense 
o fth e S tate: " I u th e interest o f public just ice, 
as a safeguard to th e treasury, m id a- a w arning 
to all others who m ight have an inclination to 
follow in th eir footsteps, it J* proper that the 
garb o f a felon should be tilted to the buck oi 
each one of these thi ye- w ho participated iu 
this robbery." 
W hen th is language h c l been 
w ritten I presum e that the le irned Controller 
sut hack in his easy chair, an d w ith an easier eou- 
sclence proceeded to speculate upon his own 
future greatn* ss. No doubt he thought the Court 
hat! passed its judgm ent, the decree o f Ihe Con­ 
troller’s office had gone forth and J'r. Burns was 
fust on b is road to tin sta te Prison. 
All this, 
how ever, he did in the kindliest ot feeling: lie 
was only sacrificing a friend to public justice. 


( A t STIU R E I'I.E tT IO N s . 
Now, g ‘tiilfin n, ot tli*- jury, perm it m e to 
say. th ill it was no part of the "duty of the Con­ 
troller to w rite that report, 
l! w as no part o f his 
duty to determ ine IB

But it is a lam entable 
fact th at It is soruetiff" • .. part o f the history of 
public m en that they v di resort to this sort of 
buncom be aud political chip trap, iu th e hope 
th at it m ay cs.-ist them , w hile they hang to the 
coat-tails o f better m en th an they are to clim b 
up th e ladder of official distinction. 
With such 
sentim ent* in his m ind, the Controller rem em ­ 
ber* distinctly and positively w li.it Mr. Burns 
said; and w hen Mr. Burns testified th at on the 
occasion m entioned he - ml. " T his paralyzes me 
—I did not know oi t/i/.i dclie: ncv, ' the Con­ 
troller contradi -ted him , and testified th at Mr. 
Burns.said he did .lot know o f ua.y deficiency. 
It is evident to th is jury I i v. h i s u b je ' t the 
m ind o f Mr. Burns w as th en directed. 
He had 
diecovercd some of th e deficiencies. 
He was not 
concealing them , 
'io w hat w ould Ids m ind 
naturally tu rn w hen letters were brought to him 
w hich disclosed deficiencies n o t know n to him 
before ? He had been im portuning his friends 
to aid him in this difficulty. 
He w ent to the 
Controller’s office, and w hen th ey prod need to 
him other deficiencies, he s a id : "G entlem en, 
this paralyzes m e—1 did not know of th is de­ 
ficiency bciore." 
U 'hat he rm ant by tills expression he him self 
knows, and Mr. D unn does not. 
And upon this 
stand, w ith tliat sam e open lrankm ss w hich is 
characteristic not only o f his testim ony but of 
his defense, he stated th is language aud all the 
circum stances connected w ith its utterance. He 
had expected a p to th at tim e th a t lie w ould be 
able 
to

Sls.iWJ deficiency w hich h e h ad already dis­ 
covered ; But v. Ben it w as brought to his atten ­ 
tion by th e Controller th a t th e deficiencies 
had reached an am ount far beyond th a t w hich 
lie could hope to m eet, it was m ost natural that 
he should give utterance to the expression 
w hich he has stated to th is jury.

F R A N K N E S S O F

It is absurd to attem pt th e im peachm ent of 


the defendant as a w itness in this case upon 
such testim ony. 
His testim ony has elicited the 
adm iration o f all w ho heard it. 
He has given 
his entire case into the hands of the people and 
of this jury. 
He has not hesitated to open up 
the books o f hia office upon w hich this prosecu­ 
tion rest». 
A full presentation of nil tne facts 
has lioen h is defense. 
He has stated to vou

But 1 trem ble lest some m is­ 
understanding m ight result in a disagreem ent 
of th is jury. G entlem en o f th e jury, in this ease 
there is so m uch involved th at 1 sincerely hope 
that vou will find a verdict. 
And 1 am sure 
th at a verdict of not guilty in this case will 
bring w ith it th e congratulations and com ­ 
m endations of a grateful public—a public n -t 
comjiosed o f th e Controller and his clerks and 
deputies, an d th eir special counsel. But om- 
t.raoiug the w hole people

I have m ade no endeavor to arouse 
your passions in

and if, oil accouut o fth e technical criticism s or 
attem pted aspersions m ade in th e closing arg u ­ 
m ent for th e prosecution, you should fo roue m o­ 
m ent w aver from th at strict path w hich leads to a 
determ ination of th is cose w ithout prejudice or 
passion, 1 ask you to pause and retm tuber that 
my voice tms been forever silenced, so far as 
th is cause is concerned, th at w hile the law 
seeks to throw every safeguard around th e in­ 
terests ol a defendant in a crim in al caso, for 
some strange and unaccountable reason it has 
given th e prosecution the rig h t to th e closing
